1. In responding to applicant's amendment filed 07/14/2008, claims 1, 6, 7, 8, 21-23, 32-33, 
36 have been amended. Claims 2-5, 12-14, 18-20, 24-29 have been canceled. Claims 42-51 
have been added. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - Applicant's response 
filed on 07/30/2008 has been considered, with respect to claims 1, 6, 7, 8, 33 the references of 
the record fail to teach or suggest a laser oscillator comprising: 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 8, 33: 

Regarding claims 1,6,7 the prior art of record alone or in combination neither teaches nor 
make obvious the invention where a film with laser medium comprised a luminescent layer 
includes a phosphorescent material made of organic metal complex, interposed between an 
anode and cathode and excited with an electrical pump source, wherein the anode, cathode and 
luminescent phosphorescent film interposed between a resonator with a second and first reflector 
which is in contact with the substrate.
